WOULD.DROP THE 
“IRRECONCILABLES” 


*‘May Be Necessary to Pro- 
ceed Without Them” — 
‘Merit Clause’ on Labor 
Is Demanded. —

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Don- 
ald Richberg, general counsel. for 
the Recovery Administration, told 
coal operators, at the opening of a 
hearing on the soft coal code today, 
that, if any small groups remained 
“irreconcilable, we may find it nec- 
essary to proceed without them.” 

Richberg said the objective would 
be to obtain agreement from at 
least a majority of the coal inter- 
ests. 

Richberg informed the operators 
the administration proposed to have 
each group name representatives 
to serve on an advisory committee, 
not in a voting capacity, to deter- 
mine whether it was possible to 
shape up a single code for the 
bituminous coal industry or wheth- 
er there would be divisional codes. 
Heasked that each regional group 
limit the number of its representa- 
tives, to make the entire commit- 
tee compact and workable. 

May Need Federal Leadership. 

Richberg pointed out that the en- 
tire purpose of the NRA was to 
provide self-government in indus- 
try, and that, if the coal industry 
found itself unable to organize 
nationally, it should do so region- 
ally but that, “if it cannot work 
out any agreement, it might be 
time for the responsible leaders of 
the industry to realize that some 
Government assistance and leader- 
ship may be needed.” 

The hearing was adjourned after 
20 minutes, with instructions to 
coal mine operators to name their 
representatives and have them at 
the office of Administrator Hugh 
S. Johnson at 5 o'clock today to 
start redrafting the compact. 

After sugegsting a lineup of rep- 
resentatives to be chosen from va- 
rious divisional groups of the coal 
fields, Richberg proposed that any 
groups desiring additional represen- 
tation make arrangements to take 
part and also told United Mine 
Workers officers that they could b 
represented. é, 

Committees on Code. 

Speaking for the administration, 
he proposed establishment of two 
committees of operators to work on 

‘revision of the code. The first 
would consider the adminsitrative 
sections, and the second the other 
‘parts except the wage scales. “We 
desire to give special treatment to 
wages,” Richberg said. 

The operators have been calling 
for a “merit clause,” similar to that 
in the labor sections of the autito- 
mobile code which Johnson has 
opposed. In trying for early agree- 
ment, the conference is spurred by 
threatening labor conditions in 
Western Pennsylvania. 

Negotiation of union contracts 
between the operators and John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, has been re- 
sumed. 


10,000 MINERS GO 
ON ‘HOLIDAY’ AND 
THREATEN STRIKE

UNIONTOWN, Pa., Sept. 12.— 
Twenty-five mines are idle and 10,- 
000 miners are on “holiday” as ten- 
sion increases in the Southwestern 
Pennsylvania bituminous coal fields 
under the threat of a general strike 
which would involve many more 
thousands. 

Awaiting action in Washington on 
the soft coal code local leaders of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica have called meetings for tomor- 
row to determine whether a wide- 
Spread walkout is to be declared. 

At Washington, William Feeney 
of Charleroi, Pa., president of Dis- 
trict No. 4 of the U. M. W. A., has 
urged the miners to remain at work 
until the code is finished. 

Riot charges have been preferred 
against 11 men arrested after an al- 
leged attack upon George Connelly, 
60 years old, a mine deputy. State 
police said the 11 are striking min- 
ers. 

The area in which the walkout is 
threatened is the same one in which 
@ violent strike occurred last month.

Property Owners at Hearing Protest 
Against Removal; No Change 
for Present. 


An order of the Board of Public 
Service to restrict interurban and 
suburban busses to specified routes 


in the city was taken under advise- 
ment until Oct. 10 after a hearing 
today. In the meantime bus lines 
will be permitted to remain on the 
routes they have been using. 
Representatives of several prop- 
erty owners told the board removal 
of about eight bus stations in the 
vicinity of Eighteenth street and 
Market and Olive streets would de- 
press real estate values there, by 
forcing away a source of patronage 
for hotels and restaurants.

the patronage of bus passengers. 
Property at the northwest corner 
of Sixth and Pine streets, rented 
recently as a bus station, which 
could not be used for this purpose 
under the board’s order, had been 
vacant for a long time, according 
to Jchn R. McCarthy, attorney for 
the owner. He said the income had 
been insufficient to pay taxes. 
Various bus lines urged retention 
of stations at certain points off the 
proposed routes, asserting their ve- 
hicles made only short stops and 
did not interfere with traffic. Some 
bus compeuies said if it was neces- 
sary to change their routes they de- 
sired time to make new arrange- 
ments. The Board of Public Service 
desires to concentrate bus routes 
and terminals to avoid confusion 
and congestion.

Pledge Against Strike. 

It is agreed that during the life 
of the contract there shall be no 
strike or lockout. Minimum wages 
are set at 10 per cent above the $12 
minimum of the President's blan- 
ket re-employment agrement for 
all workers except cutters who will 
receive a flat increase of $5 a week. 

The association, all members of 
which were operating under the Na- 
tional Recovery Act code, agreed 
that “all rights guaranteed to em- 
ployes as set out by Section 7 in 
the NRA code shall be observed.” 

A committee to serve as arbiter 
in any disputes between shop com- 
mittees and employers is to be ap- 
pointed within 10 days. The com- 
mittee will have jurisdiction in any 
disputes involving discharge of em- 
ployes or wage rates set for piece- 
work. 

One clause provides that employ- 
ers “agree to divide work equally 
among all workers and no favorit- 
ism shall be shown to any worker 
or group of workers in the distribu- 
tion of better paid garments.”

200 MORE CALLED 


State Asks About Prejudices 
Against Death Penalty 
Even When Applied to 


Woman. 


Two hundred veniremen were on 
hand in Circuit Judge Mudge’s 
court at Edwardsville today for the 
second day of selection of a jury to 
try five men and a woman charged 
with the kidnaping for ransom in 
the abduction last July of August 
Luer, wealthy Alton bank president 
and meat packer. 

In its questioning the State was 
careful to determine whether pros- 
pective jurors had any prejudice 
against imposing the death penalty, 
even against a woman, where the 
evidence and the law seemed to 
warrant the penalty. Those who 
admitted such a prejudice were ex- 
cused from service, since State’s At- 
torney Geers has announced he in- 
tends to urge that the defendants 
be sent to the electric chair. 

At the close of the tedious, sul- 
try session yesterday, four venire- 
men had finally been accepted by 
both State and defense for the trial 
jury of 12. The accepted venire- 
men were Clifford Cavner, a meat 
cutter; Frank Dupaz, a pipe fitter 
and electrician; Milo Case, a baker, 
and Richard Kraft, a contractor. 
The four, selected from 52 venire- 
men questioned by both sides, all 
are residents of Venice. 

Because of the size of the jury 
venire, there were few spectators 
in court today in addition to the 
prospective jurors, but public inter- 
est in the trial was shown by the 
fact that many were turned away 
from the crowded courtroom and 
that many watched from the curbs 
as the defendants, prisoners in the 
Madison County jail, were escorted 
to and from the courthouse. 

The defendants are Charles and 
Lillian Chessen, East Alton, who, 
the State charges, pointed out Luer, 
77 years old, as a likely victim for 
the kidmapers; Percy Michael Fitz- 
gerald, St. Louis ex-convict, who 
ha@ admitted he was one of the kid- 
napers; Randol Norvell, Nameoki, 
professional bondsman and former 
partner in the Mounds Club gam- 
bling house, who has admitted he 
drove the kidnapers’ car; Christ 
Nicola Gitcho of Madison, in the 
basement of whose store the State 
charges Luer was held prisoner for 
a few hours, and Mike Musiala, on 
whose farm near Eagle Park Luer 
was held prisoner in a musty cellar 
for five days and nights, until fi- 
nally ransom negotiations failed 
and he was released. 

Two additional defendants indict- 
ed in the case are still at large. 
They are “Irish” O'Malley, an ex- 
convict, and Mrs. Gracie Chase, 
both said by Fitzgerald to have as- 
sisted him in seizing Luer in his 
home the night of July 10 and hus- 
tling him out to a waiting car driv- 
en by Norvell. 
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Missouri Liquor Board Seeks 
To Bar Bootlegging and Saloon 
In Tentative Control Program 


Sentiment at St. Louis Hearing Against Loca! 
Option and for Centralized Regula- 
tion—Bill Being Drafted.

Gov. Park’s Advisory Commission 
on Liquor Control Legislation 
worked out in tentative form in 
St. Louis yesterday the general plan 
of its recommendations to the Leg- 
islature. it held chiefly in view 
the enactment of a law which 
would minimize bootlegging. 

With this in mind, a majority of 
the c: mission, it is said 10 of the 
12 members, agreed to a recom- 
mendation against the enactment 
of a local option law, and virtual- 
ly decided to propose a State tax 
of $1 a gallon on _ intoxicating 
liquor, including whisky, gin and 
wine of high alcoholic content. 

Dr. Walter Williams of Columbia, 
president of the State University 
and chairman of the commission, 
and Mrs. Clifford W. Gaylord of 
St. Louis and Judge John S. Far- 
rington of Springfield, members, 
were delegated to put the tenta- 
tively agreed-on plan into writing 
and submit it to the commission at 
a meeting in St. Louis.Sept. 20. 

For Liquor Commission. 

The commission is expected to 
agree that there should be created 
a bi-partisan State liquor control 
commission of three, four or five 
members to have complete control 
over the issuance of permits to sell 
liquor, including the power to re- 
voke permits in cases of violation 
of the law. 

This commission, it is proposed, 
shall have the power to limit the 
number of permits or licenses 
which shall be issued in any city, 
town or county and to fix the num- 
ber according to population. 

Except in hotels, restaurants and 
clubs, sales of liquor shall be in 
original packages of not less than 
a pint, the iiquor to be consumed 
off the premises where sold. In 
places serving meals, it will be rec- 
ommended, liquor may be served by 
the drink with meals, but it is pro- 
posed to work out a plan to avoid 
subterfuge and eliminate the mush- 
room club and restaurant which 
would make the sale of liquor its 
principal business, and which would 
in effect be saloons. 

These regulations, which the Ad- 
visory Commission probably will 
recommend shall be left to the 
State Liquor Control Commission to 
fix, would probably be based on a 
requirement that a definite major 
proportion of the revenue of an es- 
tablishment should be derived from 
the sale of food, or in the case of 
hotels, the sale of food and the 
rental of rooms.

taurant license or the club charter, 
as well as revocation of the liquor 
license, in case of violation of the 
law.

He said that 
due to modern conditions, good 
roads and motor cars, violation of 
the local option laws would be gen- 
eral and they would be much more 
difficult of enforcement than be- 
fore the eighteenth amendment was 
adopted. At that time considerably 
more than half the State was dry 
under local option. 

Likewise the proposed $1 a gallon 
tax was considered sufficiently low 
to make bootlegging unprofitable, 
and yet sufficiently high to produce 
$1,000,000 or more of revenue for 
the State. 

What the Legislature. will do with 
the commission’s recommendations 
is problematical. Fifty-seven coun- 
ties voted against repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, and 57 
counties and the city of St. Louis 
for repeal. it is the expectation 
that demand for local option legis- 
lation will be strong from _ the 
Anti-Saloon League and the W. C.

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STRONG GROWTH-PROMOTING 
ACID IS REPORTED FOUND 


It Is Present in All Living Things, 
Experts Tell American 
Chemical Society. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—Discovery 
of a powerful growth-promoting 
acid—pantothenic acid—has been 
reported to the American Chemi: 
cal Society by Dr. Roger J. Wil- 
liams and Carl M. Lyman of Ore 
gon Agricultural College, who said 
they named it from the Greek 


meaning “from everywhere,” be- 
cause that described exactly where 
they found it. 

They said it was a “constituent 
of all living things.” They found 
it in human beings, worms, plant 
molds, oysters, bacteria, algae and 
milk. 

“It is probably safe to say,” they 
stated, “that it is more widely dis- 
tributed in nature than any known 
physiologically potent substance. It 
is apparently a single acid sub- 
stance.” 

Although they have not yet suc- 
ceeded in getting rid of all the im- 
purities, their latest extract, taken 
from liver, is so potent that a sin- 
gle drop the size:of a pin head 
speeds up the growth of yeast in 
250 gallons of liquid. 
Their experiments indicate that 
the acid is composed of ‘long 
chains of carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. Neither sulphur nor nitro- 
gen has been found in it, or any of 
the common combinations of car- 
bon and hydrogen forming sugar. 
In strength it falls between acetic 
and lactic acids. Yet one part in 
a billion appears sufficient to af- 
fect growth.

RUNS WITHOUT BETS 


Despite Announcement, Sher- 
iff's Order Is Obeyed; 
2000 Watch Races. 


Dog races were run last night at 
the Midwest Kennel Club near Ca- 
hokia, but there were no purses for 


the dogs anc no betting by the 
spectators, exvept the informal 
wagers and pools they made among 
themselves. 

Conflicting announcements had 
been made by the management, but 
James A. Corbett, president of the 
club, had insisted the option plan of 
betting would be used.

NRA COMPLIANCE 
BOARDS 10 BE SET 


Adherence to Agreements 
but Will Have No Power 
to Punish. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—NRA 
compliance boards are to be set. up 
in every city and town to assure 
observance of the Blue Eagle agree- 
ments. 


As outlined to reporters today by 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, the admin- 
istrator, the duty of each board will 
be to investigate complaints of vio- 
lations, hold hearings and seek to 
obtain voluntary compliance. If 
this is not forthcoming they will 
report to Washington for discipli- 
nary action. The local board will 
have no executive authority. 

The compliance boards will be 
named by the NRA Campaign Com- 
mittees in each community. They 
will consist of two employe repre- 
sentatives, one for industrial work- 
ers and the other for trade, two 
employers’ spokesmen, one _  con- 
sumer’ representative, preferably a 
woman, and one lawyer. These are 
to select a chairman who shall be 
a citizen of unquestioned high 
standing and neutral as among the 
various interests. The boards also 
will be charged with passing on re- 
quests for exemptions. 

Instructions to Committees. 

Instructions for application of the 
new compliance boards’ authority 
were forwarded immediately to all 
local committees by Thomas S. 
Hammond, executive director of the 
Blue Eagle drive, in a letter which 
stated that compliance must be ob- 
tained “not through fear or force, 
but we must do it through educa- 
tion and explanation.” 

“There are very few deliberate 
‘chiselers,’” he said. “We are sure 
that most of the complaints which 
have come to us will be ironed out 
if the employer is talked to and 
shown how he can comply, without 
ruining himself. 

“Many employers do not under- 
stand their remedy under  para- 
graph 14. (This gives them author- 
ity to apply for exemptions in 
cases of special hardship.)

Hammond explained the plan 
was that all complaints be regis- 
tered with the local compliance 
board and that the latter shall use 
“education, conciliation and media- 
tion as fas as possible.”

STONEHAM SAYS

NEW YORK, Sept. 12—Charles 
A. Stoneham, president of the New 
York Giants, today indignantly de- 
nied a report that he had sold his 
controlling interest in the New 
York Giants of the National Base- 
ball League to A. C. Blumenthal,:

Meat, in Final Stages of 
Curing, Held in East Side 
Packing Houses Awaiting 
Distribution. 


About 1,500,009 pounds of pork 
with a retail value of $120,000 has 
been stored for the Government in 
East Side packing houses awaiting 
distribution to needy families. 

Thus far, no shipping orders have 


been received and it has not been 
indicated whether the meat will be 
distributed in addition to that ordi- 
narily purchased by relief agencies 
in the open market. 

Most of the pork, which repre- 
sents the slaughter of pigs pur- 
chased by the Government weigh- 
ing between 80 and 100 pounds and 
sows weighing more than 240 
pounds, still is in the final stages 
of curing. Packers said today it 
took between 20 and 30 days to 
cure the meat. 

By direction of the Government, 
the meat is prepared in a form not 
ordinarily observed in the domes- 
tic markets. Known as the “Wilt- 
shire side,” each piece consists sub- 
stantially of half a hog. Such a 
piece may be expeditiously handled, 
burlaped and shipped readily. 

One packer pointed out that 
while the meat is not prepared ac- 
cording to standards for cuts of the 
highest grade, that it is “edible, 
wholesome and nutritious.” 

Designed for Fast Handling. 

Another said that more salt was 
used in the curing process than in 
some other grades, the curing proc- 
ess being the same as that employed 
in curing a sow belly. 

‘Tt probably would be necessary 
to parboil the meat in order to fry 
it,” he explained, “although it cus- 
tomarily is used in stew.” 

It was pointed out that preparing 
the meat in single pieces insures an 
equitable distribution of the various 
components of the hog. The proc- 
ess employed in the preparation of 
the Government pork has made for 
fast handling and is designed to 
facilitate shipments. 

Pork designed for the domestic 
market customarily is cut into sev- 
eral pieces, including the loin, 
shoulder, back and ham. 

Meat held for the Government’s dis- 
postal represents numerically about 
25 per cent of more than 100,000 hogs 
which have been received at the Na- 
tional Stockyards since the open- 
ing of the premium market Aug. 
28. The poundage, however, would 
represent a greater percentage since 
the meat cured is from heavier ani- 
mals. 

Most of Pigs Thrown Away. 

As told in last Sunday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, pigs weighing between 25 
and 80 pounds have been destroyed. 
Grease from these pigs has been 
salvaged and the remaining mate- 
rial, representing about 92 per cent, 
has been thrown into the Mississip- 
pi River or consigned to the dump. 
It had been intended to convert it 
into fertilizer and other by-prod- 
ucts, but tankage facilities were 
swamped by the farmers’ response 
to the premium market. 

Many of the hogs shipped for 
Government purchase, packers and 
commission men said, have been be- 
low the usual market run in quality. 
Farmers have shown a tendency to 
ship their “scrubs.” In some cases, 
the animals come from farms so 
hard hit by drouth that feed has 
been scarce. 

Sows have been almost a negiigi- 
ble factor in the market, coming in 
about one to every 100 pigs instead 
of one to every four pigs, as con- 
templated by the Government in 
preparing its program of pork re- 
duction to boost pork prices.

“3. Wide disparity and consid- 
erable laxness exists among textile 
manufacturers in billing retail mer- 
chants for increases above contract 
prices which they attribute to proc- 
essing taxes and employment costs 
under the NRA code. 

“4. The highly competitive na- 
ture of the retail business in 
textiles, plus willingness of mahy 
merchants to co-operate, has af- 
forded consumers strong protection 
against price gouging in the retail 
store trade. 

“5. Instances have been found 
in which manufacturers voluntarily 
absorbed part of the processing tax 
cost, but in cases of some other 
manufacturers, merchants have 
been billed for large increases 
which were not itemized nor ex- 
plained in any detail. 

“6. Increase in farmers’ purchas- 
ing power, although still far short 
of the Adjustment Administration’s 
goal, nevertheless is reflecting it- 
self in improved demand for cot- 
ton goods.” 

Complaint on Tax. 

Recently, the Cotfton Textile In- 
stitute complained to Farm Ad- 
ministrators that the 4.2 cent per 
pound processing tax on cotton was 
responsible for the slump in con- 
sumption of the staple. 

Administrators were skeptical of 
the contention, but set Sept. 7 for 
a hearing to receive testimony of 
eorge Sloan, president of the in- 
stitute. 

In July, mill consumption of cot- 
ton was 600,000 bales, the highest 
on record. The Farm Administra- 
tors were of the opinion that the 
later decline was only a_ natural 
recession from the high July figure. 

Howe said that any person who 
misrepresented the amount of the 
tax paid on his products was 
guilty of a misdemeanor and liable 
to a $1000 fine or a year’s impris- 
onment, or both.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE writer has assisted in preparing 

several applications for loans from 
the Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works, and spent quite some 
time trying to meet all the requirements 
and answer the numerous detailed ques- 
tions asked for in the application. A 
large part of this data seems more or 
less useless and only causes delay in 
getting results, but we have been fur- 
nishing it without complaint. 

The straw that broke the camel’s back 
was when we were asked to furnish the 
occupation of each member of the City 
Council and his standing in the com- 
munity. As these gentlemen have been 
elected by the people of the city and 
are surely satisfactory, why should the 
mémbers or employes of public. works 
boards at Washington bother about it? 

We all thought the day of government 
red tape was past and that the NRA 
would be handled so that loans could be 
obtained and people put to work with- 
outdelay. It’s about time to clean house, 
for people want action and results; not 
red tape, foolish questions and delays. 

In the writer’s opinion, a large part of 
the delay in non-Federal projects has 
been due to: (1) the long time period 
before we knew where and how to file 
applications; (2) uncertainty as to how 
to prepare them and what information 
to furnish; ‘3) the immense amount of 
détailed data required; (4) thé long de- 
lay from the time the application is 
approved until the money is available. 

Why not get some action? If a proj- 
ect is checked and found feasible from 
social, financial, engineering, and legal 
standpoints, approve it and release the 
money without the proverbial red tape. 

This is a time of emergency. Let’s 
meet and deal with it as such.

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The Senate Committee on Banking and Currency 
will resume its interrupted investigation into the 
investment banking business early in October. In 
the hearings which it held during May and June, 
the committee startled the country with a series of 
sensational disclosures. It revealed that the capital 
loss provision of the income tax law has made it 
possible for persons of wealth legally to avoid the 
payment of, taxes during the depression. It showed 
that investment bankers regularly sold common 
shares to persons of prominence and influence at 
prices lower than those at which they were avail- 
able to the investing public. It threw the spotlight 
of publicity on the Alleghany, Pennroad and other 
financing operations. 

It provided plenty of drama. But it did not get 
down to fundamentals. What is the social function 
of the investment banking business? How honestly 
and how efficiently do existing institutions per- 
form this function? What possibilities of abuse in- 
here in the present structure? Should the invest- 
ment banking business be subjected to regulation 
in the public interest? And, if so, what controls 
should be instituted by the Government to prevent 
abuses and to insure the honest and efficient per- 
formance of the investment banking function? These 
are the questions to which the Senate inquiry is 
still to find an answer. 

The economic function of the investment banker 
is one of the most important in industrial society. 
It is he who directs the flow of social capital. He 
gathers in the savings of the community. He dis- 
tributes them again in loans, to governments, to 
manufacturers, to railroads and to public utilities. 
Enterprises whose prospects appeal to him as bright, 
whose plans meet his approval, flourish; others lan- 
guish. His power over economic development is the 
power of life and death. If he exerts it wisely he 
may serve his fellows greatly. If he exerts it un- 
wisely he may stifle enterprise where it should be 
encouraged; expand it where it is already over- 
expanded. Here, as ever, power carries both a prom- 
ise and a threat. 

Undoubtedly a great deal of nonsense has been 
written about Wall Street and the Money Power. 
But these personifications, extravagant as they may 
be, are not without their basis in fact. The typical 
investment house holds directorships in scores of cor- 
porate enterprises, commercial, financial and indus- 
trial. The partners of J. P. Morgan and Co. hold 167 
such directorships on 89 boards which control 15 
banks, 10 railroads, 6 insurance companies, 8 public 
utility operating companies, 5 public utility holding 
companies, 7 other holding companies and 38 indus- 
trials, among them the giants of American business. 
These positions are often obtained without the in- 
vestment of a cent of the banker’s personal capital. 
This gives him an authority which far transcends the 
limits of his own concern. 

The community has placed on the banker-director 
no formal legal responsibility to act in the interest 
of such functional groups in industry as the wage 
earner, the consumer, the investor. All it expects 
of him is that he shall make money for himself. 
It hopes vaguely that the policies which-he will find 
most profitable will be those which will incidentally 
serve labor, investor and consumer interests. The 
bankers’ apologists argue that this fs actually the 
case. Profit, they say, depends upon reputation and 
reputation depends upon business policies which are 
in the common interest. But the fact remains that 
the banker’s dominant position in the financial struc- 
ture may enable him to do things which are injurious 
to others without imperiling his own future.. And 
against such a possibility the state has taken few, if 
any, precautions. 

The banking house is represented on the boards 
of savings banks, insurance companies, investment 
trusts—all consumers of securities. It is represented 
at the same time on the boards of railways, utility 
companies, industrial corporations—all producers of 
securities. A large part of its own profit it derives 
from buying and selling securities. The banker has

to create issues; the other group to purchase them. 
Often it may be to their interest to do so. Often 
it may not. 

The banker-director, however high his principles, is 
in the position of serving two masters. He owes his 
corporation the duty of advising it against new financ- 
ing; of advising it to take its financing elsewhere. 
He owes his banking partners the duty of bringing 
business and profits to them. His corporation has 
funds for deposit; his bank accepts deposits. He 
will find it difficult to give impartial advice on the 
selection of a depository. He sits on a dozen or a 
score of corporate boards. The interests of the own- 
ers of these corporations may never come into con- 
flict. But it would be strange, indeed, if they did 
not occasionally do so. 

Where, then, is his loyalty to be? The banker- 
director comes into possession of confidential in- 
formation on the condition of the corporations which 
he directs. He and his partners and his house may 
be owners of shares. They would be more than 
human, perhaps, if they failed to take advantage of 
the knowledge which they are in so favorable a posi- 
tion to obtain. | 

There are still further possibilities of abuse. The 
danger of permitting banks to sell securities to pub- 
lic officials at less than market price is obvious 
enough. But it is just as dangerous to permit them 
to make such sales to other business men, The recip- 
ients of such favors are placed under obligation to 
the banking house which grants them. They are, at 
the same time; custodians of corporate funds; of 
money which belongs to other people. Identifying 
their own interest with the corporate interest, they 
may be impelled to carry their corporate financing 
to the friendly banker, to deposit with him the cor- 
porate funds, or to cause their concerns to purchase 
the securities which he offers for sale. 

Distribution of shares at less than market price 
has been justified as a method of spreading risks 
among those who are most able to bear them. Under 
a less favorable interpretation, it has been described 
as commercial bribery. 

Much present day financing involves the consoli- 
dation of existing properties through the holding com- 
pany device. In one case such a comPination may 
promote operating efficiency. In another it may not. 
But the banker’s profit may be as great in the sec- 
ond as in the first. He will share in the commission 
which his house collects on the sale of. bonds and 
preferred stock to the public. And he will profit 
personally through the sale of the common which is 
allotted to him as his personal share in the deal. 

It is this possibility of profit which has led to 
the payment of excessive prices for constitutent prop- 
erties; to the creation of paper capitalization far in 
excess of physical value; to the elaboration of inter 
est and dividend demands beyond anything which is 


‘| justified by underlying earnings. As often as not the 


consequence is an enhancement of capital. charges 
which is unaccompanied by any improvement in 
plant, equipment or organization, with an inevitable 
loss to the investor who is left to hold the bag. 

The investment banker, in short, performs a social 
function of primary significance; enjoys power sur- 
passing that of any other business group; power 
which may be subject to serious abuse. And here is the 
amazing and the important fact!—his business is 
wholly private. He makes no regular accounting. He 
makes no public statements.

The citizen who colludes 
with one of these so-called justices for personal gain 
places his own selfish and immediate benefit above 
the welfare of society as a whole.

The Evolution of Public Opinion 


By Roland G. Usher, Professor of History, Washington University 


The First In a Series of Four Articles, 


HERE can be no doubt that, if public 
T opinion can be mobilized, the NRA will 

succeed. What the people really will 
to do, they can perform. If public opinion 
does not sustain NRA, it will fail. 

Some publicists of the present day have 
been skeptical about the existence of public 
opinion at any time for any purpose. Of 
late, we have had determined assaults upon 
the validity of democracy and its assump- 
tions of the ability and willingness of the 
people to act for themselves. Dictators are 
becoming more common—in Russia, Italy, 
Germany. How far does history sustain this 
idea of public opinion? 

There is a general impression that, if we 
have public opinion at all, it is very recent. 
That is not true. It is almost as old as re- 
corded history. It should be interesting at 
just this time—and conceivably of some real 
importance—to consider the development of 
public opinion in history. 

By public opinion we should mean, of 
course, the existence of ideas about events 
in the great crowd, among the common 
people, the crowd as a whole, and not a 
clear expression of opinion by some small 
selected body of citizens. There can be no 
real doubt that the people at large did by 
public opinion influence the course of events 
throughout recorded history. The distinc- 
tion between the old public opinion and the 
new seems to be that, in the past, public 
opinion was really active and influential only 
in great national crises, sometimes being 
the cause of the crisis, more often being 
its result. In normal times, there was ap- 
parently no public opinion. Hence the gen- 
eral impression that the world has been 


ruled by Pharoahs, Kings, tyrants and Gen- » 


erals, despite the people and at their 


expense. 
=e. = 

It is by no means clear that this is true, 
The newer school of critical history is tend- 
ing toward the idea that the people at large 
have always influenced the course of events. 
But certainly, only in great crises is the 
influence of public opinion clear, and only 
at such times is it demonstrable. As the 
centuries advanced, two facts appeared: 
Public opinion was more and more influ- 
ential, and it appeared at crises of far less 
consequence than formerly. 

It has often been\ asked, Why does not 
public opinion in the United States really 
reach to the details of government, to indi- 
vidual instances of corruption, to gang rule, 
kidnaping, and the like? One cogent fact 
(others will be discussed in later articles) 
is that public opinion in past history has 
been limited to crises. It is only in very 
recent times that it has been vocal or 
active on any lesser issues. We need not, 
then, be surprised that upon them it is still 
spasmodic and infrequent. It is of surpass- 
ing importance and a tremendous achieve-’ 
ment that public opinion now is frequently 
active on many minor issues. We should 
not expect to see it so soon a constant, in- 
variable force. History has been a long 
affair of thousands of years, and this new 
phase is not yet a century old. y

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The assault of Hannibal upon Italy in the 
second Punic War created some of the most 
definite evidences of a public opinion that 
we have in antiquity. The Saracenic inva- 
sions of Europe in the eighth century caused 
a similar expression of public thought and 
action. Alfred’s successful appeal to the 
English people against the Danes is familiar. 
The role of public opinion in the Dutch 
wars of independence in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and in the England of Elizabeth in 
resistance to the Spanish Armada, is also 
unmistakable. 

The second most frequent evidence of 
mass opinion and action is in the conquests 
attempted against other peoples and nations. 
Certainly the people of Athens and Sparta 
generally favored their wars of conquest. 
Roman citizens to a man seem to have sup- 
ported with enthusiasm the wars for the 
conquest of Italy, of Carthage and of the 
Mediterranean. Not less conspicuous was 
the popular cry in England when the Hun- 
dred Years’ War began. The Swedes were 
a unit behind Gustavus Adolphus in his 
attempted conquest of the Baltic. 


The next most numerous class of illustra- 
tions of action by the common people lies 
in great religious movements. Amenhotep 
IV in Egypt, about 1300 B. C., tried to sub- 
stitute the worship of one God, all merciful, 
loving and forgiving, for the old religion. 
But the common people could not under- 
stand his ideas and a vehement storm of 
public disapproval—one of the earliest in- 
stances of public opinion recorded—enabled 
the priests to restore the old religion. Con- 
fucius in China reached the entire people, 
and his ideas still are believed by even the 
most ignorant. 

Mohammed aroused the whole Arabian 
people and created a movement which for 
unanimity, fanatic conviction and zeal have 
rarely been equaled. In the Middle Ages, 
the Cluniac movement, the Crusades in par- 
ticular, the councils and the schism were 
great popular demonstrations. Henry Il 
had the people behind him in his quarre] 
with Becket, but the Archbishop’s murder 
roused a public opinion so outspoken and 
general that Henry, who had scoffed for 
years at the censures of the church, felt it 
necessary to yield and do penance at 
Becket’s tomb, 

* « « 

Many have objected, however, that these 
are not true instances of the expression of 
public opinion. What must be shown is 
public opinion in politics. There is no lack 
of cases. The pages of Greek history are 
crammed with them. The long and vic- 
torious struggle of the plebeians at Rome to 
establish the power of the people at large 
is a long list of examples. The Teutonic 
tribes in Germany, France and England 
were popular governments, in which every 
man had a share. Public opinion condemned 
King John and its unanimity compelled him 
to accept Magna Carta. Stephen in Hun- 
gary was sustained by popular support. 
The downfall of feudalism in England under 
the Tudors was certainly executed with the 
aid of a strong and all but unanimous 
public opinion, In America, in the seven- 
teenth century, public opinion was extremely 
active and controlled the colonies.

But they, 
should have a huddle before they open fire. 
Agreement on target and ammunition would& 
make their attack more effective. The snip- 
ers are annoying. But happily they are in 
the minority. 

More representative of America in these 
nervous but hopeful days is the plea of Al- 
fred E. Smith for “universal co-operation in 
a fair trial” of the recovery movement, 
Smith is a realist, in economics as in poli- 
tics. He has always the courage to say 
what he thinks. When the recovery plan 
was announced, he was skeptical and did 
not hesitate to say so. He asserted in his 
magazine that he didn’t see how NRA 
“could possibly work.” 

Presumably he still has some doubts. But 
he is not allowing them to induce him to 
hide behind a corner and throw rocks at 
those who are striving to make NRA work. 

He is wise enough to know that that is 
both unpatriotic and plainly stupid. For, 
as he warns, if NRA is a failure through 
lack of individual co-operation, “we must 
dig in for a long siege and make up our 
minds that recovery will be slow and pain- 
ful.” In effect, he warns that, while we 
need not expect a miracle, we can by full 
co-opération help NRA to attain many of 
its desirable objectives. 

Equally timely is his warning against “in- 
timidation, compulsion, blacklists and boy- 
cotts.” He is right in asserting they were 
never contemplated in NRA and “have no 
rightful place in the picture.” Effective 
so-operation removes any excuse for CoO 
rcion.

NIGHT SCHOOLS GO ON 
DESPITE CUT IN FUNDS 


Courses on Same _ General 
Schedule as During Last Year 
—Registration Monday. 


Although the appropriation for 
evening schools has been reduced, 
there will be no essential difference 
in the service given, Superintendent 
of Instruction Gerling of the Pub- 
lic Schools declares in a statement 
issued through the Community 
Council. 

There will be evening courses at 


the high schools on the same gen- 
eral schedule as during the last 
school year, he says. Registration 
will take place at the various 
schools next Monday evening. 
Purely vocational classes will be 
concentrated as much as possible 
at Hadley Vocational School. Some 
commercial and trades classes will 
be conducted at two schools in the 
northern and southern parts of the 
city—Beaumont High and probably 
Roosevelt High. 

No significant reduction will be 
made in the number of subjects of- 
fered, Gerling goes on, explaining, 
however, that duplication of courses 
will be avoided as far as possible. 
Non-essential activities will be elim- 
inated and small classes combined. 

Gerling in commenting on the in- 
creased leisure of the people, says: 

“Increased leisure will accentuate 
the need for adult education. The 
schools must take cognizance of 
this and make the necessary adjust- 
ments. Evening schools have been 
conducted in St. Louis for more 
than 80 years. 

“The problem of using leisure 
time wisely demands serious con- 
sideration. Aside from the present 
condition of enforced leisure for 
the unemployed, the tend@®ncy of 
the recovery program will be to 
grant people who are normally em- 
ployed a larger amount of leisure 
time. With the acquisition of lei- 
sure, people need to have some 
kind of avocation as well as a vo- 
cation. The choice of an avoca- 
tion, of course, depends upon the 
type of work which an individual 
uses to earn his living. It might 
be some literary pursuit; it might 
be athletics, sports, or physical rec- 
reation: cr it might be art, music, 
mechanics—or other artistic or sci- 
entific interests. Leisure time can 
be used to make life more enjoy- 
able and to render living more 
worth while, but the wise use of 
leisure cannot be made without 
forethought and preparation and 
guidance.”

LAS! Mrs. Carr, I am an only 
(a child, one who realizes in in- 
creasing quantities how beauti- 
fully spoiled he has actually be- 
come. Today I face my last year in 
the university and also a predica-. 
ment (if I have estimated myself 
correctly) which you may be able 
to help me drive to a logical con- 
clusion. 
My career in the university has 


to work my way—literally smash 
my way throygh, which has devel- 
oped a puzzling superiority com- 
plex in me. I am such a confident 
being—a confidence nursed by an 
inward scorn for competitors and 
obstacles which doggedly assures 
me how much better I am, how 
much better I can, and how much 
better I must. It fills me with an 
almost ruthless determination to 
do “even if the wagon must break 
in the process.” To this swash- 
buckling superiority I attribute the 
facts that I now hold one of the 
best paying part time jobs on the 
campus of the university I attend, 
and that I have consistently been 
named on the school’s honor rolls.

But the small inti- 
mate world of man measures him 
to a large degree for what he is 


as a partner in life, etc.

As you know, probably, some of 
the greatest men we have and have 
had, originally possessed an inferi- 
ority complex, which, combined 
with ambition and a desire to show 
people what they could be, have 
achieved great heights.

Ages ago Solon said that the 
law is a net’ woven to catch 
the little fish and let the big 
ones go. It is still true, as 
facts too often show. No won- 
der men tufn cynics and gay 
that it is all a racket; that the 
old integrity, if it ever existed, 
is out of date—so why not each 
clean up while he can? Here 
is the spirit most to be feared. 

If only this deadly duality 
could be cured by law! But it 
cannot. As far back as Moses, 
and further, man has had a 
high moral code, but he does 
not keep it. In words he may 
be moral, but in acts he is as 
slippery as an eel, evading his 
own highest law by every sort 
of art. 

By all means let us have 
codes, if it will help to bring 
order out of confusion and 
make work and wages fairer. 
But what we need is more 
character, if we are to have 
stability in prosperity and 
stamina in adversity. 

Show me your character and 
I know what your code is! 


HE new NRA law requires 
T every business, every trade, 
to file a code, setting forth 
hours of work, rate of wages, 
and the rest.

So far so good; it is a revo- 
lution long overdue. If  busi- 
ness is to be business, and not 
banditry, it must be run. by 
rule.

This is only a minimum hand of 
its type, it is not very aggressive in 
type and has only three primary 
tricks and a good five-card suit. 
Over the two no trump response, 
rebid your diamonds, If the next 
response is three no trumps, pass. 
If four no trumps bid five no 
trumps, showing a sound opening 
bid of its kind, and distributed val- 
ues. Do not bid five diamonds— 
that would imply. a six-card suit 
and a singleton in the hand.
